, The claims 1 and 14 of U.S. applicatton Serial No. 08/593.095 were amended m an 
Amendment and Response filed November 12. 1996. The amendnrcnt was entered 
accordingly and the claims as amended issued (some renumbered) as claims 1-27 m U.S. 
Patent No. 5,646,733. 

1 0 After reading the opinion of outside patent counsel, I now believe that other patentably 
distinct .ndepervdcnt claims are possible for claxmmg aspects of the mvenUon. The 
existmg independent claims 1 and 14 contam limitations or features which, .f ehmmated, 
result in patentably distinct claims. In particular, the requirement of moving at a 
substantially constant velocity and having substantially uniformly spaced detector 
elements are um^ecessarily limiting and can be deleted without adding new matter. 

1 1 New claim 30 is an independent claim and has eliminated the above-noted limitations 
present m claim 1 , but contains other Umitations that make it narrower than the onginal 
claim 1 New claim 42 is an independent claim and has eliminated the above-noted 
limitation present in claim 14. but contains other limitations that make it narrower than 
the original claim 1. Thus these claims avoid the prohibition against recapture of the 
same or broader scope of cancelled claims {Ball Corp. v. UnUed States. 221 USPQ 
289,295 (CAFC 1984)).
